The preparation of cases tor print-

ing requires much care and thought on
the part of the clerk. He has to make
a careful study of the case and first
ascertain the issues that are raised
upon the appeal. Then he must deter- -

mine what parts of pleadings are
necessary for the proper presentation
of those issues In the supreme court
and print only such portions as are
necessary, so the responsibility for the
way In which the case appears in the
printed record rests wholly upon him.
In these cases the printers proof has
to be read by the clerk, or under his
personal supervision. Many of the
cases have been complicated this term
and the preparation of the records in
them has been laborious and perplexing
both for the clerk and printer.

All Out in Ten Days.
Unless something' unexpected hap-

pens, the records in all 20 cases will
be printed and issue! within the next
10 days.

Tiie issuing of the records so early
and so rapidly has been very pleasing
to the attorneys appearing in them,
because it has giyen them ample time
to prepare their briefs and especially
as some of the legal firms appear in a
large number of the cases.

There are several other appeals in
process of perfection, but the most of
the attorneys in inttrest have already
so much supreme court work, to care
for at the coming term they are not
hastening their appeals in the new
cases.

In addition to the unusual large
amount of supreme court work im-

posed on :he clerk's offica during the
last three months, court has been in
almost continuous session since the
first Tuesday in last September. If it
hadn't been for the system in taking
care of the detail of the office work it
wouldn't have been possible to have
kept It up as it is: during it all none
has been allowed to fall behind.

A Busy Time.
It had been anticipated that there

would be a very busy, time in supreme
and superior court circles here the
early part of May because according to
the allotments both the civil and crim-
inal courts would be in session at that
time. Many members of the bar are
now of the opinion that the supreme
court will claim the attention of so
many of the leading members of the
bar while in session that it will be
doubtful if much business can he
transacted in either the civil or crim-
inal superior courts during that time.

C'n Saturday appeals to the supreme
court of errors were perfected in the
cases of Connecticut College for "Wom
en vs. rtarriet a. Alexander and Con
necticut College for Women vs. H. E.
and Frank J. Alexander, which concern
the condemnation of hind for the col-
lege site in Xew London. These make
21 cases for the April term of the su-
preme court, which opens here April
30.

Clerk George E. Parsons has put in
much hard work preparing the cases
for the session, the number being the
largest ever in the county. The work
has been assuming tangible form in
the past three weeks, and he has now
issued the printed records in 15 of the
cases, while three more of them are
nearly ready for printing and will be
Issued this week. The two cases per-
fected Saturday have been handed to
the printer and the printed records
thereof will probably be issued in a
week, miking 20 cases printed and
ready for argument. The remaining
case of the 21 will not be ready for
printing in time to be distributed f.or a
hearing at this term, because under the
rules relating to printing and dis-
tributing records if the record is not
distributed at least two weeks before
the opening day of the term that in it-

self Is a cause for continuance until
the next term. The last day on which
a record can be distributed within two
weeks before the opening of the term
would be April 16. This case will not
be ready for printing till some time
subsequent to that date. This Is the
largest docket that lias ever been
known in this county. The usual num-
ber of cases on the docket for one term
has been three to six, and eight has
previously been considered a large
docket. This is larger than they have
as a rule in the five" counties of the
First district at Hartford. If all cases
are fully argued it will consume about
two weeks. Jt has been a matter of
great surprise that there is such a
large number of appeals this term, not
only to judges and members of the bar,
but people generally conversant with
court matters. It was freely predicted
when only 12 to 15 cases were expect-
ed that the clerk would not be able to
prepare so many and have them print-
ed, and even if he could prepare them
the printer couldn't handle the busi-
ness- Nevertheless it has been done.
To all! who inquired as to how many
cases would be printed the clerk al-

ways said he was going to print all
that came, and he has done as he said.

In the printing of these cases is in-

cluded from 2,000 to 2,500 pages of
stenographers' transcript.

LIKE A RETURN
FROM THE DEAD.

Henry Seymour, Famous Acrobat, Vis-

iting His Brother Obituary One

Written.

So changed that his own brother
didn't know him, Henry Seymour, a
native of this city and world-famo-

as an acrobat and jumper, reached
here Saturday and is visiting his
brother, Arthur J. Seymour, of Xo. 28

Union street. It is. the first time in
four years that Henry has been here
and his coming savors something of a
return from the dead, since he has once
been reported dead in that time and his
obituary published, and Arthur has
heard but little from him since, as he
is no hand to write.

When Henry reached here Saturday
afternoon he sought out a mutual
friend. Martin Keough, and together
they called upon Arthur at his place of
business. The apparent stranger with
Mr. Keough attracted no attention from
Arthur, who did not know it was his
brother until he was told. Henry's
changed appearance through loss in
weight and other changes through the
passage of years accounted for Ar-

thur's failure to recognize his brother,
but it was a joyful reunion when he
was told who stood before him.

Henrv tells the story of his reported
death as follow,: While in Oklahoma in
February, 1910. ha got mired In a
quicksand. He was traveling with a
pack horse at e time and managed to
get the horse out, but he himself was
caught and for several hours was in
the freezing water, sinking till he was
nearly In to his armpits. A crowd of
several hundred people stood on the
shore watching but not daring to do
anything for him until finally one man
with a shovel got behind him and man-
aged to di? him ou.

As a. result of the exposure he had
pneumonia and typhoid fever. At the
critical point in his sickness the nurse
In attendance was convinced that he
had passed away and so reported to
the doctor. The doctor sent out tele-
grams to that effect, but later when
he went back he found that his pa-

tient's hands had moved from the posi-
tion In which the nurse had left them.
From that suggestio'i t h t there was
still a spark of life left the doctor re-

newed hi' treatment nial brought Mr.
Seymour back to lift. Fur eight weeks
alter that Mr. Seymour remembered
noth'ng and was in no condition to
see that the reports of his death were
contradicted, so that for a long time
his relatives knew nothing definite
about him. News of his death was
published in The Bulletin of March 9.

1!Mn. the report stating that he had
died of pneumonia on Feb. 23d.

Mr. Seymour's severe experience Ins
sapped his strength so that he has not
been In the best of health since then
and he albo suffared sunstroke in
Omeha last summer, of which he still
feels the effects. Ills home 1h in Den
Moines, la.

For Z'i years he has been on the
stage, girdling the globe in that time
with his brothers as partners in acro-
batic acts. To Arthur he rives the
palm as the greatest of them all, a
jumper who roaoV the best In Europe
"talr off their shoes."'

Mr, Seymour has now riven up the
acrobatic line and Is traveling with a
partner, Miss Ros It Verne, as Sey-
mour St La Verne in Irish comedy.
Miss Rosa Is a San Francisco girl and
from her remarkably sweet voice is
often billed as The Little California
Nightingale. They jumped here from
Norfolk, Vs.. but have no billing- Imme-
diately following the wek they expect
to spend visitinr Mr. Seymour's broth-
er.
